House Bill Would Require FCC to Extend PRB-1 Coverage to Restrictive 
Covenants 


A bill with bipartisan support has been introduced in the US House of Representatives that calls on the FCC to 
apply the "reasonable accommodation" three-part test of the PRB-1 federal pre-emption policy to private land- 
use restrictions. HR.4969, the "Amateur Radio Parity Act of 2014" was introduced on June 25 at the request of 
the ARRL, which worked with House staffers to draft the proposed legislation. The bill's sponsor is Rep Adam 
Kinzinger (R-IL). It has initial co-sponsorship from Rep Joe Courtney (D-CT). If the measure passes the 113th 
Congress, it would require the FCC, within 120 days of the Bill's passage, to amend the Part 97 Amateur 
Service rules to apply PRB-1 coverage to include homeowners’ association regulations and deed restrictions, 
often referred to as "covenants, conditions, and restrictions" (CC&Rs). Presently, PRB-1 only applies to state 
and local zoning laws and ordinances. 


"There is a strong federal interest in the effective performance of Amateur Radio stations established at the 
residences of licensees," the bill states. "Such stations have been shown to be frequently and increasingly 
precluded by unreasonable private land-use restrictions, including restrictive covenants." 


The 11-page PRB-1 FCC Memorandum Opinion and Order is codified at § 97.15(b) in the FCC Amateur 
Service rules, giving the regulation the same effect as a federal statute. In short, PRB-1 states that local 
governments cannot preclude Amateur Radio communications; they must "reasonably accommodate" 
amateur operations, and the state and local regulations must be the minimum practicable regulation to 
accomplish a legitimate governmental interest. Subject to those guidelines, municipalities may still establish 
regulations with respect to height, safety, and aesthetic concerns. 


For 28 years, FCC regulations have "prohibited the application to Amateur Radio stations of state and local 
regulations that preclude or fail to reasonably accommodate Amateur Service communications," the bill points 
out, "or that do not constitute the minimum practicable regulation to accomplish a legitimate state or local 
purpose." Since PRB-1 was enacted, the FCC has said several times that it would prefer to have some 
guidance from Congress before extending the policy to private land-use regulations. 


HR.4969 has been referred to the House Energy and Commerce Committee. Rep Greg Walden, W7EQI (R- 
OR), chairs that panel's Communications and Technology Subcommittee, which will consider the measure. 


ARRL Hudson Division Director Mike Lisenco, N2YBB, is a principal advocate for the current legislative 
initiative to gain PRB-1 recognition for CC&Rs. Lisenco said the most urgent task now is to get additional co- 
sponsors to sign onto HR.4969.

President Rick Galbraith, W6DQE, called the meeting to order at 7:06pm. Rick welcomed 
everyone to the meeting, held at the Simi Valley Senior Center. There was a recitation of The 
Pledge of Allegiance. 10 Officers and Board Members/Advisors were present. The total 
attendance was 35, with 4 visitors. 


A brief round of introductions was held. The Club welcomed guests Cody Evans, KK6IEX, Vern 
Potter, W6NCT, Rick Slater, AG6AY, and Marty Woll, N6VI. 


Rick mentioned that we have our election of officers tonight. He recognized Linda Parker who will 
be stepping down as P.I.0. Rick presented her with a plaque in thanks for her service to the Club. 
Treasurer Norbert Rehaut, W9YPM, then presented a plaque to Rick Galbraith, W6EDQE, 
recognizing Rick’s 4-1/2 years of service as our President since January 2010. 

Rick reminded members that dues are now due for the new Club year, July 2014 through June 
2015. The Simi Settlers will participate by operating under our Club Call, W6SVS, on “History 
Day” at the Strathearn Museum Park this weekend, June 14. Rick thanked Don Woolever, 
N6XEK, for tuning up the Club’s TS-520 HF radio. 


Visitors Vern Potter and Rick Slater spoke about Field Day (June 28, 29 at the Reagan 
Presidential Library) and the list of band captains and the stations we plan to operate. Setup 
activity will start at noon on Friday, June 27. The newest version of the N3FJUP Field Day Log 
program will be used for networked computer logging. 


Jim Hutchinson, KIGMZ gave an update on the Tri-Band 2M-220-440 antenna project that he has 
designed and built. This is planned to be a club kit building project this summer or in the fall. He 
showed the first “production” version of the antenna the way it will be built. He is inviting more 

people to sign up to join the building project saying that the cost will come down as more sign up. 


Frank introduced our guest speaker, Marty Woll, N6VI, ARRL Southwestern Division Vice-Director, 
who gave a talk on the use of SSB for EMCOMM operations on the VHF and UHF bands. Marty 
gave a great explanation of the bandwidth differences between FM and SSB and the big difference 
it makes in operating, with many more signals able to use the band. At the end of the talk, Frank 
presented Marty with a certificate of appreciation from the SSARC. 


After the program a variety of “Go Boxes” were shown. Chetly unveiled four boxes that were the 
same design except painted different colors. One in bright pink was presented as a surprise to 
Lisa Trent, KK6AKR. 


A 17-minute break was taken at 8:32pm, with members enjoying refreshments. 


After the break, Rick led our election process, beginning with a request for anyone interested in 
taking the P.I.O. position. Diane Wainwood, KJ6JEu, offered to serve in this role. Next Rick asked 
for a willing candidate for the office of Treasurer, and Chetly Skinner, KIGOMO, offered to serve. 
Next Rick asked for a candidate for the Presidency. Rick has served for 41 years, and is stepping 
down. There were no volunteers at this time. For the remaining positions the current office 
holders are willing to continue in office: Secretary is John Percival, WI6O; Vice President: Frank 
Valdez, KI60Q; Membership Chairperson and Webmaster is Jim Parker, KJ6LXJ, Joe Partlow, 
W6JWP continues as Newsletter Editor, Mike Tweedy, KV6Il, is Historian; Club Elmer is Deanna 
Smitha, W6DWS; and Bill Everett, KIGKSV, will continue on the Board and serve as Refreshment 
Chairperson.
